Report lh Dead In Gulf State Twister

Dozens 
of 
tornadoes 
tore 
across the flat lands of the Mis­ 
sissippi 
River 
delta 
Sunday 
night. 
Authorities 
said today 
that 74 persons were killed, hun­ 
dreds others were injured and 
thousands of homes and busi­ 
nesses were destroyed. 
Sixty-eight of the deaths were 
in Mississippi and the other six 
in Louisiana. Twisters also hit 
two cities in east Texas, blit no 
deaths were reported. 
And another section of the 


Midwest was hit Sunday with a 
heavy snowstorm. Five persons 
were killed in Oklahoma, Kan­ 
sas and Missouri and many 
travelers were stranded, includ­ 
ing two lanes of cars more than 
four-miles long on the Kansas 
Turnpike. 
The death toll climbed sharp­ 
ly early today when authorities 
reported additional victims in 
Mississippi’s 
LeFlore 
County 
and in Inverness, Miss. 
“it looked like a thousand 
hells!” exclaimed Willie Young, 


a railroad employe who sur­ 
vived one of the first tornadoes 
near Delhi, La. 
A National Weather Service 
spokesman at Jackson, Miss., 
said there probably were 40 to 
50 tornadoes in the 100-mile line 
of violent weather that raced 
across Mississippi after spawn­ 
ing two twisters in northeast 
Louisiana. 
Mississippi officials reported 
19 killed in rural LeFlore Coun­ 
ty, 13 at Inverness, eight at 
Cary, seven at Delta City, five 


in 
rural 
Humphreys 
County, 
three at Little Yazoo, two at 
Rome and two at Bovina. 
The LeFlore deaths included 
16 at Pugh City where, a deputy 
sheriff said, only seven of the 50 
houses were left standing. 
The Mississippi Highway P a­ 
trol sealed off Inverness to cu% 
riosity-seekers.

Vice Mayor Hunter P ratt said 
90 per cent of the community’s 
businesses were destroyed and 
one school was flattened. He 
said prisoners from the peniten­ 


tiary at Parchman were cutting 
trees to help clear the streets. 
The twister in LeFlore Coun­ 
ty, in the heart of the cotton- 
producing 
area, struck 
Pugh 
City first, then continued north­ 
east. 
At the community of Money, a 
row of IO shacks was swept 
away. 
At Itta Bena, a sheriff’s depu­ 
ty said he saw five funnels at 
one time. 
In Louisiana, near Delhi, six 
persons died when a tornado 


lifted a frame house from its 
foundation 
and 
splintered

from

Telephone 
communications 
were knocked out in some of the 
hardest hit areas in Mississippi.

Flood warnings were issued 
for the Ohio, Scioto, Little Mia­ 
mi, East Fork Little Miami, 
Whitewater.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) -A n 
Army general received $1,000 
monthly from Vietnam’s most 
n o t o r i o u s sales promoter, 
shielded him from military in­ 
vestigators and permitted him 
to store smuggled goods 
in 
Army warehouses, a U.S. Sen­ 
ate panel was told today. 
Senators probing alleged cor­ 
ruption in the armed services’ 
$6 billion post exchange, clubs 
and recreation activities were 
told former Brig. Gen. Earl F. 
Cole, 51, used his influence as a 
well-placed staff officer in Viet­ 
nam to protect free-wheeling cn- 
trepeneur William J. Crum. 
The Army gave no explana­ 
tion last July when it removed 
Cole from command of the Eu­ 
ropean Post Exchange system, 
reduced him to colonel, and or­ 
dered him to retire. 
In his testimony, Jack By bee, 
former general m anager for two 
of Crum’s most lucrative Viet­ 
nam business enterprises, said 
Crum sent his military contacts, 
including Cole, to Hong Kong to 
pick up kickback money from a 
local financial institution. 
Testfying under oath, By bee 
said Crum illegally used official 
and 
counterfeit military 
pur­ 
chase orders to smuggle mer- 
chandse into Vietnam duty free 
and used shredding machines to 
destroy documents. 
Bybee said Crum made good 
use of Cole, a long-time friend, 
in his booming business enter­ 
prises. He said Crum employed 
Cole once to drive a slot-ma­ 
chine competitor from business 
through a raid Crum boasted he 
paid for. 
When a gift-shop concession 
held by Crum was doing poorly, 
Cole arranged for a local Army 
noncommissioned officers club 
to buy its assets at retail prices, 
a $120,000 deal that included a 
$12,000 kickback to the sergeant 
in charge of the clubs, By bee 
said. 


Bare Nixon 'Pipeline To Friends

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Nixon has installed one of 
his closest friends, former oil 
company representative Roger 
E. Johnson, as a White House 
pipeline for other close Nixon 
friends. 
Johnson's unusual role as a 
special assistant to the Presi­ 
dent-keeping Nixon’s “friends 
friendly”—was disclosed in his 
first intervew since he came to 
work last September. 
“ My responsibility,” Johnson 
explained, “ is to keep in per­

President he would like to see 
but doesn’t have time to.” 
Johnson said he was tapped 
for the job last summer when 
there were continuing reports of 
some key people having trouble 
getting through to Nixon.

SAIGON (AP) - The U.S. 
Command today reported a re­

squadron and a Marine fighter 
squadron. 
The command said U.S. troop 
strength dropped to 330,600 men 
by 
last Thursday, 
compared 
with 332,900 a week earlier. The 
total is scheduled to be cut to 
284,000 by May I, and President 
Nixon has said he will announce 
further withdrawals in April. 
The two Marine aviation units 
to be withdrawn are Fighter At­ 
tack Squadron 115, commanded 
by Lt. Col. Michael Mura of 
Boston, and Medium Helicopter 
Squadron 364, commanded by 
Maj. Ned R. Van Leeuwen of 
Salt Lake City. 
Both units began a standdown 
Monday preparatory to with­ 
drawal. 
The fighter squadron, with an 
authorized strength of 325 men, 
will go to the Marine Air Station 
at Iwakuni, Japan. It has been 
in Vietnam since October 1965. 
The helicopter squadron, with 
a strength of 250 men, will go to 
the Marine Air Station at Santa 
Ana, Calif., to be deactivated. It 
first arrived in Vietnam in Feb­ 
ruary 1964 for a six-month tour 
and has had two tours of duly in 
the country since. The latest 
tour began in November 19G7

Europe Gets 


Space Offer 


'Blank Check' 
Is Turned Down 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
United States has offered West 
Europeans ^significant role in 
future space flights, St#te De­ 
partment officials s a c b u t not 
the blank check the Europeans 
sought in helping launch their 
own satellites. 
U.S. officials commented aft­ 
er Theo Lefevre, president of 
the 11-nation European Space 
Conference, was quoted as say­ 
ing the Americans refused to 
sell rockets for launching Eu­ 
rope's 
proposed 
communica­ 
tions satellites. 
Lefevre recently ended a high 
level meeting ui Washington on 
possible European participation 
in the space program after the 
Apollo man-to-the-moon trips. 
The Europeans are seeking to 
expand their fledgling space in­ 
dustry at the same time the 
United States is looking for a 
two-way benefit from cutting 
others in on more of the space 
action 
One U.S. authority estimated 
the Europeans might be willing 
to put a billion dollars into a 
cooperative post-Apollo project 
to orbit a space laboratory with 
a space shuttle link to earth, 
with resulting savings to US. 
taxpayers. 
Lefevre’s comments in Brus­ 
sels on American reluctance to 
sell rockets for launching satel­ 
lites could mean the Europeans 
would have to spend large sums 
on developing their own rocket 
for big communications satel­ 
lites instead of on a joint post- 
Apollo venture with the United 
1 States. 
But Lefevre’s version was dis­ 
puted by State Department offi­ 
cials.

They said the Europeans have 
been offered responsibility for 
developing part of the projected 
space station and shuttle sys 
tem, sharing in knowhow and 
use, and the possibility of gain­ 
ing an advanced launch capabil­ 
ity of their own from the joint 
effort.

The point is that decisions affecting 
the future of the U. S. space program 
have largely been dictated by budget 
considerations.

But the country does 
not need more surprises, followed by 
hysterical response, such as the first 
Sputnik produced in 1957.

I didn’t want to 
offend anyone’s god.”

Who pays for elections? All 
of us, as taxpayers, have a vital

the checks are written by state, 
county or local officials. But it 
is interesting to see how the 
state, the counties ami local 
subdivisions divide the cost of 
elections.

Heroin Turns Hero To Bum; Road Back Proves Long

Lancaster New Era 
HARRISBURG, Pa. (AP) — 
“Expect a miracle” proclaimed 
the small sign on the front door 
of the big brick house. 
Two and a half months ago 
Brent Hawkins walked through 
that door at Teen Challenge, his 
Ufe„wrecked. 
••'There was nothing left,” he 
said later. “I had blown it all. 
Nobody could help. Now it was 
up to me.” 
Brent Hawkins was a heroin 
addict. 
7 A lot of people could not be­ 
lieve it. 
^When they found out, when 
they saw the forged 
check 
charges, when they saw the 
broken body, their comments 
went something like: “He’s the 
tart kid you would have thought 
I* 
“I let a lot of people down,” 
says Hawkins. “I had always 
Saved my parents. I loved foot­ 
ball I was a high school hero. I 
had a lot going for me; and I 
Mew it.” 
bi 1966 at McCaskey High 
School 
in nearby Lancaster, 
Hawkins, now 22, had indeed be­ 
come 
somewhat of a 
local 
schoolboy legend. He was presi­ 
dent of the student council and 
an all-star football player. 
At 6 foot 2 and 210 pounds, he 
bad. speed and strength. College 
coaches were eager over the 
prospect of recruiting this hand­ 
some. soft-spoken young man 
and the scholarship offers rolled 
in * 
But when he walked through 
the doorway of the drug rehabi­ 
litation home here he was 30 


wanted to shoot some heroin. 
“I told them no. They kept 
talking to me in a persuasive 
manner, but I told them I hated 
needles, I wasn’t going to shoot. 
‘Okay’ they said ‘just snort.’ 
“I snorted half a bag and got 
high and got scared. I thought if 
I get this high on snorting what 
will happen if I shoot. 
“So I started to shoot, and got 
unbelieveable 
highs. 
Ifs 
so 
quick, 
not 
like mairjuana, 
maybe 30 seconds is all it takes. 
“For a while I was just dip­ 
ping and dabbling. But I glori­ 
fied the highs. I rationalized a 
person has to die anyway, so 
why not enjoy it as you are 
dying.” 
He played football for Millers­ 
ville and was taking dope “and 
had a pretty good year.” 
“So I couldn’t relate drugs 
when they say they demoralize 
you. I’m on heroin some, I 
thought, and still I’m breaking 
records.” 
He set two school pass-catch­ 
ing records that season. 
But then, Hawkins said, “I 
woke up one morning and my 
eyes wouldn’t focus right. That 
bothered me. It was the morn­ 
ing of our scrimmage against 
Lebanon Valley. But 
I think I 
went out and did okay. 
“One Saturday, I think it was 
the East Stroudsburg game, one 
of the players had to come wake 
me up. I had forgotten 
th e 
game.” 
Eventually a week before the 
game with Shippensburg, “I no­ 
ticed when I went to catch pass­ 
es that the ball looked kind of 
fuzzy. I didn’t feel too good. 
I 
pounds lighter and as a police I was losing some of my speed. I 
detective put it later, he “looked 
like a dirty stinking dog, filthy, 
an animal.” 
For more than a year he had 
brought only trouble and grief 
to himself and others. He lied. 
He stole. His marriage failed. 
He " despaired “lying around 
doing nothing, trying to think 
where the next bag was coming 
from.” 
When the police picked him 
up the last time, be was existing 
in a foul rooming bouse. 
“I didn’t care,” he said. “I 
was depressed. Nothing mat­ 
tered. My clothes hung on me, 
but it didn’t make any differ­ 
ence because I never wore any­ 
thing but wranglers and a dirty 
old T-shirt anyway.” 
It started with marijuana, his 
s tphomore year at Virginia Un* 
I « University in Richmond, Va. 
where he was on a football 
scholarship. 
He got into dope, he said, “be­ 
cause I was too proud to say no. 
I was in an apartment with 
some friends, and they said they 
had .something for me to experi­ 
ence, so we rolled a joint I 
wanted them to think of me as a 
man 
We passed the joints 
around, and I fell into the 
clique.” 
“I had read a tot about mari­ 
juana, where the doctors say it 
has no physiological depend­ 
ence, 
only 
psychological de- 
penitence. I thought, if it’s not 
physiological 
dependence, 
I 
dhn’t see why people should be 
opposed to it then.”

think I sat out the first quarter 
of the game, but I remember 
catching a touchdown pass.” 
When the football season end- i 
ed, Hawkins 
plunged deeper 
into drugs. But be hung on f o r 
his final year of 
football and 
showed up in April 
for spring 
practice. 
“We had a new coach, and he 
was tough,” Hawkins said. Aft­ 
er that first workout I knew I 
was rally addictd. 
“It was a cold day, there was 
snow on the ground 
and 
we 
were in shorts. When I came in 
it was the worst I had ever felt. 
I was like dead. I stayed away 
for a week, telling the 
coach I 
had pulled a muscle. 
“But he knew otherwise.” 
Coach Gene Carpenter said 
that when the boy missed prac­ 
tice, “I called him in and he 
told me he had some problems. 
I believed we could work things 
out.” 
Then he missed more practice 
sessions, giving the coach false 
reasons for doing so. 
“I lied to him all the time,” 
Hawkins said. “But I think he 
knew; I think some of the guys 
told him I was involved in 
drugs. But he didn’t know how 
deeply.” 
Carpenter recalls now that 
“one of the funny things is when 
I first came here I had lunch 
one evening with Brent. And I 
thought after that lunch, ‘What 
a gentleman! There is a real 
gentleman’ ”. 
In April, finished with sprang 
football. Hawkins quit college. 
“I got to thinking, is football 
really worth it,” Hawkins said. 
“I rationalized everything. I felt 
I didn’t get the offers I wanted 
when I got out of high school. 
Mv grades weren’t bad but I 
didn’t get in a major college. 
I 
thought that was the school's 
fault.” 
“I thought I’d pull out for one 
semester then enroll In summer

school,” he said 
Instead, he got even deeper 
into heroin, 
“My money started to run 
out,” he said. “That’s when you 
really realize you are depend­ 
ent. 
“I started passing worthless 
checks. 
“I had to because I was up to 
two bags a day” a habit that 
was costing him $140 a week.” 
In June, Hawkins, a Negro, 
married a white girl. Within a 
few months they had broken up. 
“I 
stole 
from 
home 
and 
friends,” he said. “I remember 
the day I stole the radio from 
my mother’s bedroom. It was a 
good radio, and I took it and 
pawned it. 
“I knew I was killing my par­ 
ents. but I did it. I thought ‘Oh 
well, if something 
is missing 
they would blame me anyway 
so I may as well take it.* That’s 
how a junkie thinks. 
“When 
the checks 
started 
coming back, the police were 
after me. I promised 
I would 
straighten out, but every time, I 
went right back to drugs.” 
His 
parents 
watched 
him 
change but as bis father, Jo­ 
seph, said, “We couldn’t believe 
what was happening. We didn t 
want to admit it. 
“I 
sensed 
something 
last 
spring. More and more he would 
come to see me at work and 
want to use the car or borrow 
money. And I gave it to him. 
Then he would go to his mother 
ami ask her for money. 
“Always it was the same. A 
check was overdue, could I lend 
him to cover it. Or a friend 
needs some money. I guess I 
knew. I just didn’t want to be­ 
lieve it could happen to my 
SWI.” 
Brent Hawkins recalled one 
night his father asked him to sit 
down at the table. 
“He didn’t ask me if I was on 
drugs,” Hawkins said, “he told 
me. He said, ‘Brent, I hear you 
are on the stuff!’ And he cried. 
I actually saw my father ait 
there and cry. 
“It really hurt me. But at this 


poult I was where I felt there 
was nothing I could do about it. 
I had lost all the compassion I 
ever had. 
"When Joe told me, I cried all 
day,” said Mrs. Hawkins. “I 
guess I knew too, but I didn’t 
want to believe it.” 
“A big part of it is admitting 
it,’ said the father. “People 
would ask, ‘Hows Brent doing?’ 
They thought he was still in col­ 
lege. We would say fine. React­ 
ing Uke that helped keep us 
from admitting it. 
“We finally 
had 
to 
say, 
‘Brent’s not doing fine, he’s on 
drugs.” 
“He got worse and worse,” j 
said his mother. “I’d come 
home from work and the first 
think I would do was to look 
around to see what was missing. 
He took radios, tape recorders, 
checks, anything.’ 
Tile father took Brent to coun­ 
selling at their church “but 
Brent wouldn’t listen. I guess he 
had to hit rock bottom before he 
could help himself.” 
Hawkins tried, a little. 
OccaslonaUy, he dropped in at 
a drug abuse center in Lancas­ 
ter. To talk, he says. 
“An addict has to do some­ 
thing, he has a lot of time on his 
hands,” Hawkins said. 
Hawkins felt so bad that at 
last he walked into the rain and 
down to the General Hospital 
and asked if they would admit 
him for withdrawal. 
“They put me on cold turkey 
and then they put me on metha­ 
done. I was there a couple of 
days and I started to feel bet­ 
ter.” 
He called police detective Lu­ 
ther Henry from the hospital 
and told him he had forged 
checks and was “ready to take 
the consequences.” 
Henry came out to talk to him 
and placed charges against him. 
“I was surprised,” said Haw­ 
kins, “that he was so concerned 
about the drug problem and 
what it was doing to people. He 
told me what the charges were 
against me. He also told me 
they would try to help me kick 


the habit. I told him I would 
help them get the pushers.” 
“He helped some,” said Hen­ 
ry, “but each time he promised 
to get off dope he would fall 
! back again and we would have 
to go out and pick him up. It got 
pretty bad but he had so much 
potential you hate to see a guy 
like that go down the drain.” 
Finally Henry got Hawkins 
into Teen Challenge, the drug 
rehabilitation center, where he 
joined 12 other addicts, a super­ 
intendent who runs it and a 
young minister, 
“I was at rock bottom,” said 
Hawkins, continuing: 
“I came in the door and those 
boys ran up and shook my hand 
and said ‘Jesus loves you.’ I 
thought 
they were 
really 
freaked out. 
“They sang and read the Bi­ 
ble and prayed. At first I 
thought it was a farce. I had 
never believed in a Pentecostal 
religion. I thought these people 
were fanatics.” 
He ran away. For one day. 
Lancaster police were notified 
to pick him up but he returned 
on his own before the police 
found him. 
Hawkins has been there since : 
before Christmas. He is off all 
drugs including methadone and j 
has returned to Lancaster twice 
to testify at trials of pushers.He 
still faces forgery charges but I 
he wants now to return to col­ 
lege, major in political science 
and play football again. 
“My biggest problem after I 
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had confessed my sins was what 
I should do to help others,” he 
said. “I had promised the police 
I would give testimony against 
two pushers. I knew I would be 
condemned by others for in­ 
forming, or maybe I would get 
shot. 
“I finally made up my mind; 
and when I did then I knew that 
I was man enough to do any­ 
thing. 
“I have a younger brother. 
Suppose somebody gave him a 
bag like I got, and it would 
wreck his life and I had d o n e 
nothing.” 
Has Hawkins succeeded in 
kicking drugs? 
The people at Teen Challenge 
think so. 
Supt. Jack Schell said: “In 
our minds he’s among those 
who we felt will make it. He is 
well over the hill.” 
But Schell added, “Now it is 
important for him to progress in 
the next few months.
